Supports Gandhi 
* On Disobedience

BOMBAY (AP) — Almost 
soligly backed by the All-India 
Congress Party, wizened little 
Mohandas K. Gandhi won author+ 
ization totlay to lead a wartime 
civil disobedience campaign for 
national independence, 

With’ only. 13. dissidents, the 
convention of 360 committeemen 
voted to adopt Gandhi's “Britain 
must quit India” resolution after 
the passive generalissimo had ap- 
Jnited States to act 
“while there is yet time” and 
— the Indian people on the 

Allied side of the war. 

All amendments to the Gandhi 
resolution were rejected, includ- 
ing one declaring a mass civil dis- 
obedience campaign now wag un- 
timely and impracticable, 

Another amendment which de 
elared- such a struggle would help 
Japan also was rejected, 

Gandhi, addressing: the conven- 
tion after the adoption of the 
resolution, said “we shall make 
every effort to see the Viceroy 
| before starting the movement.” 
| FOR DEFENCE 
Gandhi appealed to Americans 
to accept as sincere his state- 
| ment that the request for Britain 
|to withdraw from’ power and 
grant freedom to India was done 
| with the purpose of vitalizing 
| Indian defence. 
| “I would not have asked my 
| country -to invite Great Britain 
| to withdraw her rule over 
| India,” he sald... “had I not 
| seen at once that for the sake 
of Great Britain and the Allied 
‘ade it was necessary for Brit- 
jain boldly to perform the duty 
}of freeing India from bondage, 

“Without this essential act of 
| tardy justice, Britain could not 


© | justify her position before world 


conscience, which is not yvoeal, 
but which is there nevertheless.” 

The nationalist Jeader said 
that “Singapore, Malaya and 
| Burma taught me that disaster 
| must not be repeated in India.” 

“I want you to look upon the 
| immediate recognition of India's 
independence as a war measure 
of first-class magnitude,” he said, 

Gandhi's appeal came after the 
| British government already had 
taken steps to assure the flow 
of essential commodities to 
| India’s millions in the event of 
a general closing of stores by 
Gandhi's followers in a non 
violent revolt. The Congress’ 
approval of the resolution 
jauthorizing the disobedience 
| campaign by the Congress was 
| regarded as certain, 
| MUST TRUST PEOPLE 

Gandhi said a repetition of the 
disasters of Malaya and Singa- 
pore could not be averted in 
India “unless Britain trusts the 
people of Indla- to use their 
liberty in favor of the Allied 
cause.” 

“By that supreme act of jus- 
tice,” he said, “Britain would 
have taken away all cause for 
the seething discontent of India 
. I submit that it is worth all 
the battleships and airships that 
your wonder-working engineers 
and financial resources can pro 
duce.” 

Asserting that “false propa- 
tganda has poisoned American 
ears,” he added: “You have made 
common cause with great Britain, 
You cannot therefore disown re- 
| sponsibility for anything that her 
| representatives de in India.” 

The letter ended with the salu- 
tation: “I am your friend.”

Pay Deductions 


OTTAWA (CP)—The National | 
Revenue Department will issue 
tables to employers late next 
week instructing them how much | 
income tax they should ceduct 
from each employee beginning | 
the first payday in September. | 

The tables will be covered by} 
Order-in-Council giving them the 
force of a departmental regula-| 
tion and will provide for deduct- | 
ing .90 per cent of the income 
tax any employee should pay, | 
leaving 10° per cent for adjust-| 
ments when the taxpayer files 
his final return in September, 

The table sets out the amount | 
the deductions may be reduced if} 
the employee is putting his sav 
ings in life insurance premiums, | 
principal payments on mort: | 
gages, superannuations, pensions | 
‘and payments to trade unions 
other than dues. He is relieved to 
that extent from the compulsory 
Saving part of the tax. 
LEAVES MARGIN 

The savings figures in the table 
also are based on 90 per cent of 
the refundable portion of the tax 
to leave a 10-per-cent margin for 
adjustments a year later. 

There will be three sets of 
tables covering employees paid 
by the day; by the week and by 
the month. Employers paying 
every two weeks will double the! 
figures in the weekly table and 
those paying semimonthly will 
divide the monthly tables.

test” on one of your hands, you

Tips On Cannin3, Peaches 


When canning peaches is taking u 





most of your kitchen 


time, serve a tasty, yet quick to prepare, dessert like this one. 
It includes grapes, crackers arid domestic cheeses.

EACHES are a “Victory Food 
Special.” Make the most of 
them by canning. 
The following tips from home 
economists of the United States | 
Department of Agriculture, will 


prevent waste in money and 
flavor. 
First wash peaches in cold 


water, but do’not soak. Remove 
skins. Pare them thin in order 
to save all of the peach fruit 
possible. If skins are hard to re- | 
move, stand the peaches in- hot 
water for no more than half a 
minute, or until. skins will ‘slip 
off easily. Then immediately 
plunge the fruit into cold water 
for a few seconds before peeling. 


THIS KEEPS THEM 
FROM TURNING BROWN 

To keep hot water treatment 
from turning peaches brown, dip 
them in a solution of salt, vinegar 
and water, using 2 teaspoons salt 
and 2 teaspoons vinegar to a 
gallon of celd water. Dip peaches 
in solution for about 2 minutes. 
Can fruit in its own juices to 
hold its flavor and conserve all 
its food value. Can fruit in slices, 
to get more into each jar. That 
ts important today because of the 
shortage of jars and rubber 
rings. 


First, cut the peaches-in slices 
Then put the sliced fruit in a 
kettle and add sugar. By putting 
sugar directly on the peaches, 
you help draw out the juice and 
thereby waste no*natural sweet- 
ening. Let the sugared fruit 
stand a few minutes, then place 
the kettle on stove and heat fruit 
slowly until sugar has dissolved 
and the fruit is hot throughout. 
But do not cook’ peaches to soft 
stage. 

Now» pack hot fruit with its 
juice in hot, sterilized jars. Fill 
to within an inch of the top. 


Pack fruit firmly but not too 
tight. Next process the jars in | 


a boiling water bath. 


Have water in canner hoiling 
before you put in the jars. Place 
jars on a rack, leaving room 
around each for water to circul- 
ate freely, both around and 
under.- Be sure water comes 
over the jar tops, and keep it at | 
least 1 inch above tops through- 
out processing. Place cover on 
canner and start counting proces- 
sing time as soon as water begins | 
to boil rapidty. 

Process peaches, whether in 
quart or pint jars, for 15 minytes | 
if “you ‘live in altitudes of 1,000 
feet or less. For-higher altitudes, 


increase the time by 20 per cent \
